But where every Man thinks 
what he liCb , fpeaks what he 
thinks , writes what he fpeaks, 
and prints what he wntcs,ffoin 
fuch kind of fcjribling^ carried, 
on by a frantick Bggary, I dot 
not weir apprehend what Ad- 
vantage 
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vantage can in the lead accrue 
one way or other to the Rea- 
<]ers , either to the enriching 
their Difcourfe, or advancing 
their Knowledg. 

Nor is it ea(ie to conceive 
the drift or defienof this odd 
fantaftick wayof virriting; with- 
out the help of a skilful iHter- 
prefer^ they having more need 
of Notes and a Comment , 
than the Hiftory of Don 
Qnixot , without which yoq 
(hall be no more able to ap- 
prehend bur Author, than ca- 
pable to carry off the Intreguc

their flinty Inventions. The 
Trcafury of Wit being of late 
fo. clofe lock'd up in tneWild 
Meanders of our present Mu^ 
fes, that he that has not the 
Court-key of the ne weft forge, 
(hall hardly be the better fdr't. 

I cannot tdl how this way 
of Writing comes to be now 
the Mode that fo much ob- 
tains , I mean of Detra^ng 
and Traducing Perfons h for 
I do not remember the Inge- 
nious Author of the Book cal* 
led , KefleSiottf upon the Elo- 
quence of the Bar and Fnlpit, 
to much as once mentiom, 
much Ibfs commends this man* 
ner of writing or fpeaking , as
